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REMARKS 



The Examiner bases all of his rejections on the combination of Montes and 
DeWitt or the combination of Montes and Edgar. Essentially, he argues that placing 
connections transverse to one another is taught by either DeWitt or Edgar and that one of 
ordinary skill in the art would have motivation to do so with Montes. Applicant requests 
the Examiner, however, consider that Montes teaches only one snap-fit connection in one 
direction. While the prior art teaches two connections transverse to one another 
generally, there is nothing in the prior art that indicates that both connections are snap-fit 
connections. The Examiner assumes so when it is also possible that one connection 
could be a snap-fit connection and the other an ordinary connection. There is no 
teaching, motivation or suggestion that both connections be snap-fit connectors in two 
different directions. In fact, both Edgar and DeWitt teach away from their combination 
with Montes as noted previously. For these reasons, all pending claims stand in condition 
for allowance. 
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
